MUSEUM DISPLAYS SCENES FROM HAMLET < c • 
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Scenes from HAMEBT are the focal point in a current exhibit of engravings 
and drawings by Delacroix in the North corridor of The Cleveland Museum of Art. The 
exhibit marks the centennial of Delacroix's death and illustrates how Delacroix / 
expressed the romantic interests of his age. 

The Museum display centers on Delacroix's illustration of the play in an 
almost complete series of sixteen li thographs, each presenting a moment in the play 
beginning in Act I with the Queen's attempt to console Hamlet to Hamlet's death and 
including scenes with the ghost of Hamlet's father, Polonius, Ophelia, Guildenstern, 
the King, Horatio, the grave-diggers, the actors and Iaertes. 

Also included in the 42 print-and-drawing display are illustrations dealing 
with historical and mythological subjects as well as the bizarre and melodramatic 
visual elements of romanticism. That Delacroix was also much inspired from literary 
sources is revealed in his work on the Hamlet series, the complete book of Goethe's 
FAUST, the engraving of MACBETH AND THE WITCHES and an illustration for Walter Scott'S 
IVANHOE. Some of Delacroix's political cartoons and portrayals of wild beasts are 
also displayed* 

The exhibit will continue through November 3rd. 
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
